Paris, March 24.—Two German officers who arrived here last 
night from Berlin to explain to the Allies the necessity of per¬ 
mitting the German army to enter the occupied zone to res torn 
order saw Premier Millerand to-day and told him the Ebert Gov- 
ernment had ample forces ready to deal with the situation in the 
Ruhr Valley. 

It is understood on good authority the Allies have decided to 
give the permission. 

The French Government would have preferred N inter-Allied 
action in the occupied zone, while the British and Italians'favorcd 
granting permission for operations by the German army. The 
French gave way on this point in view of the dependence of France 
on supplies of coal from the Ruhr district. 

French coal production has decreased from the old figure of 
40,000,000 tons to an average of about 18,000,000 tons yearly. By 

the terms of the Treaty of Versailles 
Germany is bound to cover the de¬ 
ficiency, up to a total of 20,000,000 
tons a year. On the restoration of 
order in the Ruhr Valley, therefore, 
depends largely the continuation of 
French industries. 


London, March 24.—(Canadian Associated Press)—That he had 
no information that Canada had declined the offer of warships 
made by the Admiralty, but that on the contrary his impression 
was that Canada had practically accepted the offer, was a state¬

The Ladoga 
Canals, near Petrograd, the pre-war 
tonnage of which equalled that of the 
Suez Canal, are absolutely barren of 
traffic. 

The estimated cost of restoring the 
railways is 2,500.000.000 gold rubles., 
and the cost of restoring the water¬ 
ways 500,000.000 gold rubles.

To th-i Editor:—It Is sincerely 
hoped by many sympathisers of the ‘ 
blind that the project to institute a, 
school in this l’rovlnce will not be 
allowed to drop. The speaker of the 
House ruled the matter out. when 
brought forward by Mr. Giolma, on, 
technical grounds. May our friends 
persevcro to get this most impor¬ 
tant matter through during^ the pre¬ 
sent session of the Parliament. 

I understand there are quite a j 
number of blind children in this Pro- j 
vince which would permit a nucleus 
for an Institution, where not only a 
general education is given, but a 
training in any particular vocation 
in which the perron shows ability. 

This would enable them to earn 
their own living, and not become a 
charge on the country. How truly 
grateful the parents of these handi¬ 
capped children would be to know 
their afflicted ones were equipped to 
fight the battle of life! It is a well- 
* known fact a blind person usually | 
shows ability to develope some other 
faculty and its our boun'den duty to 
give them all the help possible. 

Another reason for an Institution 
of this sort being established in tills 
Province outside of the part there are 
enough pupils to warrant it is on ac¬ 
count of the distance from present 
schools. Mothers do not like to let an 
afflicted child far away from them, 
and at present the ones that do go | 
away, the parents have to travel hack 
and forward with them at a big ex¬ 
pense. 

It is well to bear in mind, too. the 
fact of an Institution of this sort not i 
being in the Province, the public are | 
not educated to employ the blind 
when they-finlsh their course.

But this was the “great card” that 
Jardine boasted he had to play. We 
Were both nominated at the same 
time and stood side by side handing 
in our papers, and my opponent never 
uttered a wofd of protest; but with¬ 
in an hour of the close of the 
nominations, Jardlne’s solicitor was I 
in the Municipal Hall claiming the) 
election by acclamation, saying that 
I, his only opponent, was disqualified, 
in other words trying to gain the 
election by a very dispicable trick, 
and admitting in so doing that he 
was ufraid to face the electors as lie 
knew long before the election day 
what their verdict would lie. 

It was not until the day before the 
election was held that my opponent 
gave me a copy of the notice he had 
served on the Returning Officer two | 
days after nomination day, which { 
was not wortli the paper it was writ¬ 
ten on, as it whs served too late. We 
Were In the hands of the Returning 
Officer and hud to go before the 
electors with the result that Jardine 
was badly beaten and has since 
proved himself too small to take his 
beating, but tried his best to force 
himself on the people who had told 
him emphatically that they wanted 
none of him. 

The writer of the letter goes on to 
say that it would be well to have the 
experience, etc., of Jardine at our 
disposal. May I remind him that it 
is the bitter experience of the people 
of Esquimau with the same Jardine 
that -makes them determined to have ] 
no more to do with him, as far as I 
concerns public matters. 

In your issue of Monday the 22nd j 
inst., another letter appears above 
the signature of "Veritas Vincit." He 
seems very much* peeved because I 
called him a "coward," which, to my 
mind, is a very appropriate name for 
any man that writes to the press and 
has not got the backbone to publish 
his own name -and address. But 
surely he hltnself admits his j 
cowardice when he says that he was , 
present at the public meeting on ' 
Friday last and had not the man¬ 
liness to get tip in his seat and ex¬ 
plain or complain of the remarks I 
made regarding him. 

As to his reference to the 
Court's Judgment I cannot under¬ 
stand, seeing that for close on two 
hours I explained fully the whole I 
case from beginning to end. The i 
remarks of the Judge would never' 
have been made had witnesses been | 
called or myself been placed in the j 
witness box. but, as I said, we re- 
lied implicitly on documentary evi- ' 
rience and parallel cases In other and 
higher Courts, and when the Court j 
decided that these cases did not < 
npply to our case we had absolutely 
no foundation or evidence on which 
to base a claim for Judgment. 

Let me remind "Veritas Vincit” 
that Esqulmalt does not want any 
more "silent knockers.” It wants 
strong, progressive, broad-minded 
business men who are willing to give 
their time and energy for the benefit 
of Esquimau, as a whole, so that we 
can make her what she is destined 
to be if we pull together—the in¬ 
dustrial centre of the southern por¬ 
tion of Vancouver Island.

People 


Japanese returned soldiers who 
fought with the Canadians In France 
and who are now asking that they 
be given the right to vote in this 
Province because of their sacrifice*, 
have Issued an open letter to the 
members of the Legislature and the 
electors of the Province. 

They remind the people of the 
Province that one-quarter of the 
Japanese who fought as Canadian* 
were killed and only twelve of the 
whole lot were not wounded. They 
point out that they were allowed to 
vote as Canadians in the election* 
while they were in France. 

Revere Nation. 

“Some controversy having arisen us 
a result of the introduction by the 
Honorable, the Premier, of an amend¬ 
ment to tjie Provincial Flections Act 
extending the franchise in Provincial 
elections to. those British subjects of 
the Japanese race who were members 
of the Canadian Expeditionary Forces 
during the Great War, we consider 
that a word from outselves would 
not be out of place,” the returned 
Canudian-Jnpanese soldiers state. 

“Many of us have spent nearly all 
our lives in British Columbia, and 
we have within us a love for the na¬ 
tion and reverence for her Institutions 
—otherwise we should not have of¬ 
fered our lives that her liberty might 
be preserved. Some hqve received 
all their training and education In 
Canada, and we have felt that we 
have a part In the growth and life 
of the country. 

Privilege to Enlist. 

“When Canada entered the war, 
pledging nil her tesources in the sup¬ 
port of the Empire, it was not unnat¬ 
ural that we should feel that, enjoy¬ 
ing the freedom of Canadian laws 
and institutions ns we do. It was our 
privilege as well as a duty to fight 
for the land of our adoption. We ap¬ 
plied for permission to raise a sep¬

"We fee! that It 1* cruel to say that 
our motive* In enlisting were selfish. 
Our Canadian comrades will not be¬ 
lieve that we offered our lives, anil 
endured suffering, and so large a pro¬ 
portion of our number met death on 
the fields of France and Flanders, 
for selfish reasons, or for any cause 
less Just thun that of patriotism. 

"If the extension of the franchise 
to us will have an evil Influence, or 
prejudice the welfare of the country 
for whose liberties we have fought, 
w« do not wish to have the vote. We 
do not think that this Is the case, 
nnd believe that our patriotism lias 
been fully tried end tested. The 
Government's proposal seems at first 
to have inet with public favor. We 
think that some of the resolutions 
which are reported in the press m> 
having been passed In opposition to 
the proposed Government measqre 
may not hAve been spontaneous, and 
may have been adopted without full 
consideration, and that even the 

movers and seconders of these reso¬ 
lutions do hot actually believe that 
volunteers of our race who have 

fought and bled for the sake of Can¬ 
ada will be less patriotic In an elec¬ 
tion campaign, and will not be at 
least as trustworthy as possibly some 
voters of enemy alien origin, or oth¬ 
ers who did not wish to enlist. 

"Under the circumstances we have 
not expected objections to be made 

based either upon political reasons, 

for we are not connected with any 
[ political party, or from a racial 
standpoint, and we shall be quite 
satisfied with any result which may 
be dictated by the principle* of 
British fair play."

Stormy Passage Has Marked 
Course of New 
Measure 


Legislative Press Gallery. 

March 23. 

After % stormy passage through the 
Legislature, the amendments to the 
Game Act were finally dlsopsed of 
this afternoon and the bill reported 
complete with amendments. The 
Act received an hour’s consideration, 
the trapping of beaver being the 
chief clause under discussion. 

A. M. Munson, Government member 
for Omineca, introduced an amend¬ 
ment asking that permission be given 
for the trapping of beaver during 
the six months commencing Novem¬ 
ber 1 in each year for four years, 
with 1922 as a closed season. 

Various suggestions were made by 
members apparently In a "happy 
mood." while the more serious minded 
i declared the matter should not be 
disposed of lightly. 

Attorney-General Farris promised 
that the Game Conservation Board 
would investigate the matter of 
trapping beaver In the northern part 
of the Province and before the an¬ 
imal regulations would be passed In¬ 
formation would be on hand which 
would enable the game board offi¬ 
cials to deal properly with the mattqp. 

Mr. Farris was of the opinion that 
it would not be right for the House 
arbitrarily to settle a question which 
was entirely one for (he Game De¬ 
partment to handle. His promise 
was taken as settlement of the mat¬ 
ter. and the bill was thus finally 
disposed of. 

COMPANIES ACT IN 
I COMMITTEE STAGE 


Instance of Dominion Trust 
Company With Innocent 
Shareholders

Progress was reported to-day on 
the bill to amend the Companies Act. 
David Whiteside, Government mem¬ 
ber for New Westminster, declaring 
that there should be some protection 
for shareholders during "winding 
up" proceedings of companies. 

The case of the Dominion Trust 
Company was instanced as a case 
where hardship had been suffered 
by the innocent shareholder. 'I ie 
Attorqj?y-GeneraI agreed that the 
point was well taken and said that 
it was entirely a federal matter. 
He agreed that "calls" upon share¬ 
holders during such a time often 
worked untold hardship and the sit¬ 
uation should be provided for. 

At the same time Mr. Farris 
pointed out that shareholders in u 
company were in a measure partners 
and therefore partially responsible. 
They could not escape completely 
from responsibility. 

Thirty minutes were given over to 
a discussion of the bill, which was 
left in the committee stage.

AID FOR HOSPITALS' 


Opposition Leader Hopes For 
Provision For City 
Hospitals 


Legislative Press Gallery. 

March 23. 

Brief explanation from the Hon. 
J. D. MacLean. Minister of Educa¬ 
tion anil Provincial Secretary, pre¬ 
faced the passage of the second 
reading of the bill to amend the 
Hospital Act in the Legislature this 
afternoon. 

Before the motion was put, how¬ 
ever, the Leader of the Opposition 
regretted the absence of any provision 
for an increased per capita grant in 
respect of hospitals In the larger 
centres. He eulogized the work being 
carried on by the Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital In this city and that of the Van¬ 
couver General. At the same time, 
he said, It was common knowledge 
that both these and other institutions 
-In tho Province were finding it in¬ 
creasingly difficult to fulfill their 
proper mission to the community by 
reason of heavy financial obligations. 
Mr. Bowser was hopeful, therefore, 
that the ’ early introduction of the 
Budget would dissipate his apprehen¬ 
sion that the Government had over¬ 
looked a very pressing case for as¬ 
sistance In a monetary way. 

An amendment to the bill respect¬ 
ing Warehousemen's Liens Introduced 
to the Legislature by George Bell, 
senior Government member for Vic¬ 
toria, succeeded in obtaining a suf¬ 
ficient majority to enable its Incor¬ 
poration In the measure. 

The Attorney-General was not In 
favor of its Inclusion, while Mr. Bell 
was of the opinion that the public 
treasury should benefit from the pro¬ 
ceeds of any sale of stored goods— 
whose owner either had disappeared 
or In respect of which no claim for 
recovery had been filled—after 
the levy of distress for charges In¬ 
volved had completely re-lmbursed 
the warehouseman. 

The bill was reported complete 
with amendment.
